“Theking 
of Spain made him governor of Chili, 
which he contiated nine years, and then 
removed him to govern the kicgdom of 
Lima, which hedid fourteea years ; and 
now having gottto a confiderable eftate, 
and his time of goveroment expired, and 
being feat for home, wis embarked with 
his whole family and wealth in this feet 
for Spain, where he was to be made go- 
vérnor of Cadiz. By the iaclofed paper 
yeu may perceive the event of the fhip 
Vice- Admiral*, wherein they were : la 
the firé the Marquis’s lady and daugh- 
ters fell downin a fwoon, and were burat 
to death § the Marquis himfeif had an 
opportunity to efcape, but feeing his Ja- 
dy and children, whom he Joved exceed- 
iagly, loft, in that cafe fald, “* he would 
die where they did."—The young gen- 
tleman here oa board is lefe without fa- 
ther, mother, or means, having none in 
Spaia or the fundies ; aad you fee how 
much he loft ia that hip; and I believe 
little lefs taken by us io barsof fiver, {as 
reported) himfeif born in the {adies, and 
fo not knowa to ay perfon is Spain.”

Porto Cabello, Feb. 14, 1783. 
7 E foundered at fea ia the night of 
"athe 3d infant, half a league from 
fore, nearly oppofite Curacoa. I shall 
not attempt to defcribe the confufion & 
diftrefs we were thrown into by this ac- 
cideat : It is batter conceived than de- 


feribed. The officers; idwever, thowed ` 


no fign of weakaefs or difmay, and by 
their example, were fo far fuccefsful as to 
allay the terrors of their affrighted crew. 
Four hundréd mea efcaped the fury of 
the waves, mott of them by theaffiftance 
of rafts; the rell were iaken.op by the 
Nereide frigate, and two veflels difpatch- 
ed on the 6th from Porto Cabello, dif- 
tant from us about 40 leagues. Ope of 
the officers of the thip and mjfelf, have 
uidergone the greatelt hardhips, fuch 
as io my infirm {tate of body, I could ne- 
ver have thought to encounter with im- 
purity ; bát it was for the purpofe of 
procuring the affiftance of the above 
fhips, and the hopes of fuccefs, no doubt, 
fulpported mein thearduous uodertaking. 
Through thick woods aud marfhy prouad 
we travelled on for fix hours, without 
any faftcoance but a few grains toafted 
on a coal fire ; at laft we got to the bar- 
The 
frigate abovementioned gor under way 
abont halfan hour after our arrival, and 
reached the wréck a€ cight o’clock next 
morniog ; it was high time; 300 of them 
fill remained on board, being exhaufted 
with toil and huoger, were about to 
commit themfelves to the caprice of the 
waves. I muf not forget that my fel- 
low fufferer and myfeif were on the point 
of miffiog our way, when we met with 
a ‘Spanith (oldier, by whofe perfvafion 
we courageoufly uadertook to prefer go- 
ing to Porto Cabello, though by 30 
leagues more diftant than Coro; but the 
latter 1 koew was not a place where | 
conid excctt to meet with any immedi- 
até alliance, and I think myfelf well re- 
paid for the exira fatigue, foce I was 
joftrumental to the faviag of 300 lives. 
We have loft 4 officcrs of the regiment 
ct Bourbonnois, one officer belongs to 
that of the Cape, one of the corps of ar- 
tillery, the Lieut. of the thip. two anx- 
iliary officers, and the chaplain. A fa&t 
not auworthy of remark, is, that the 
wretched fafferers, worn ont with thirlt 
aud hunger, had fucked the blood of a 
dozen dogs aad fhecp, then on board, 
but foareda favourite dog owned by the 
purfer, my companion, in whom the 
whule crew repoled the highelt confi- 
deace. They with tears of gratimde, 
returned to him the fairhfut aniaal as a 
living token of their regard and‘ hovor, 
as they depeaded on him for the promif- 
ed afifaoce. Wehave loftevery thiog, 
but what Irepret moll are all my papers. 
The Spanith officers welcomed me and 
my fellow fufferers to fhore, and I can- 
not fufficiently exprefs my g atitude to 


them, and thofe of our countrymen we 
met there, who lupplied me with every 
neceffary article of fuod and raiment,

merica from Europe. That will be the 
æra, when the diicovery of this part of 
the world will become a real benefit to 
maokiod. For thea we thall enjoy its 
prodaGtions in much greater abuadance, 
than when we purchafed them at the 
expeoce of torrents of blood; then the 
Englifh, French, and Spanifh nations, 
&c. will ufe and confame the Sugars, 
coffee, and indigo of America, and traf-- 
fic for them with their merchandifes, juft 
as the Swils do at prefent. And, like 
the psople of Switzerland, they wil! have 
the fame advantage; that is, thefe fagars, 
coffee, and indigo, wiil no longer {erve 
for a pretext to monopoliziag traders and 
intriguing politicians, to plunge the pev- 
ple into deftrudctive wars, and overwhelm 
them with taxes.” 

The following uncommon accident happen- 
ed very lately in Scotland.
